L A W R E N C E , Mass., Jan . 15.— Two 
companies of m ilitia and a local ar­ 
tillery battery were rushed to the Pa­ 
cific m ills where three thousand strik­ 
ing mill hands are demolishing prop­ 
erty. An ammunition wagon and ball 
cartridges 
were also rushed, to the 
scene. 
After the strikers ha<1 overcome the 
IMiliee the m ilitia charged with fixed 
bayonets. F ifty people, including wom­ 
en and children were 
injured. 
The 
charge order 
was issued only after 
the police of Haverhill, Lynn, 
biw- 
renee and Unveil had been forced to 
retreat to the mill yards. 
Conditions here are of the gravest. 
No serious disturbances have occur­ 
red yet a t Lynn, Unveil or Haverhill, 
but are expected. 
One hundred foreigners were arrest­ 
ed following the riot. The m ajority of 
them were armed with revolvers and 
razors.
